3 times. Work 5th row of Panel Pat. Kl. K2tog. yfwd. K3. 
7th row: K3. yfwd. Sll. Kl. psso. Kl. (Work 7th row of 
Panel Pat. Kl. K2tog. yfwd. K5. yfwd. Sll. Kl. psso. Kl) 
3 times. Work 7th row of Panel Pat. Kl. K2tog. yfwd. K3. 
9th row: K2tog. yfwd. K4. (Work 1st row of Panel Pat. K4. 
yfwd. Sll. K2tog. psso. yfwd. K4) 3 times. Work 1st row of 
Panel Pat. K4. yfwd. Sll. Kl. psso. 

10th row: As 2nd row. 

These 10 rows form Lace Stripe Pat. 

Cont in Lace Stripe Pat, keeping cont of Panel Pat, until 
work from Picot row measures approx WVi ins [44 cm] for 
Long Version or 10 ins [25.5 cm] for Short Version, ending 
with 1st, 3rd or 7th row of Panel Pat. 
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Next row: (WS). (PI. P2tog) 5 times. (P2tog) 56 times.

Cont even in stocking st until work from beg measures 
same length as Back to beg of shoulder shaping, ending 
with RS facing for next row. 

Shoulder shaping: Cast off 6 sts beg next row. Work 1 row 
even. Cast off 5 sts beg next and following alt row. 

With RS of work facing, slip next 1 0 sts onto a safety pin.

Beg with a purl row, work 5 rows in stocking st, inc 3 sts 
evenly across last row. 56 sts. 

Change to larger needles and work a further 1 inch [2.5 
cm] in stocking st, ending with RS facing for next row. 

Shape Top: Cast off 4 sts beg next 2 rows. 48 sts. 

Dec 1 st each end of needle on next and every alt row to 38 
sts, then on every row to 16 sts. Cast off. 

FINISHING

Change to larger needles and proceed in pat as follows: 

1st row: (RS). Kl. (K3. K2tog. yfwd. Kl. yfwd. Sll. Kl. 
psso. K3. Work 1st row of Panel Pat) twice. K3. K2tog. 
yfwd. Kl. yfwd. Sll. Kl. psso. K4. 

2nd and alt rows: PI 2. Work appropriate row of Panel 
Pat. PI 1. Work appropriate row of Panel Pat. PI 2. 

3rd row: Kl. (K2. K2tog. yftvd. K3. yftvd. Sll. Kl. psso. 
K2. Work 3rd row of Panel Pat) twice. K2. K2tog. )^d. 
K3. yfwd. Sll. Kl. psso. K3. 

5th row: Kl. (Kl. KZtog. yfwd. K5. yfwd. Sll. Kl. psso. 
Kl. Work 5th row of Panel Pat) twice. Kl. K2tog. yfwd. 
K5. yftvd. Sll. Kl. psso. K2. 

7th row: Kl. (Kl. K2tog. yftvd. K5. yftvd. Sll. Kl. psso. 
Kl. Work 7th row of Panel Pat) twice. Kl. K2tog. yftvd. 
K5. yftvd. Sll. Kl. psso. K2. 

9th row: Kl. (K4. yftvd. Sll. K2tog. psso. yftvd. K4. Work 
1st row of Panel Pat) twice. K4. yftvd. Sll. K2tog. psso. 
yftvd. K5. 

10th row: As 2nd row. 

These 10 rows form Lace Stripe Pat. 

Cont in pat until 49 rows of Lace Stripe Pat have been 
completed, ending with a 1st row of Panel Pat. 

Change to smaller needles and proceed as follows: 

Work 3 rows even in stocking st. Place a marker at end of 
first row of stocking st. 

Next row: (RS). (Picot row). Kl. *yftvd. K2tog. Rep from * 
to end of row. 

Beg with a purl row, work 4 rows in stocking st. Place a 
marker at end of last row of stocking st. 



Next row: (WS). Purl, dec 5 sts evenly across. 80 sts. 

To shape crown: 1st row: (RS). *K8. K2tog. Rep from * 
to end of row. 72 sts. 

2nd and alt rows: Knit. 

3rd row: *K7. K2tog. Rep from * to end of row. 64 sts. 

5th row: *K6. K2tog. Rep from * to end of row. 56 sts. 
Cont in this manner, dec 8 sts every alt row until there are 
16 sts. Break yarn. Thread end through rem sts. Draw up 
and fasten securely. Sew back seam for 3 ins [7.5 cm] from 
base of crown.

Beg with a purl row, work 5 rows in stocking st, inc 1 st at 
end of last row. 50 sts. 

Proceed in Panel Pat as follows: 

1st row: (Work 1st row of Panel Pat) twice. 

2nd row: (Work 2nd row of Panel Pat) twice. 

Panel Pat is now in position. 

Work a further 23 rows in Panel Pat, thus ending with a 1st 
row of Panel Pat. 

Next row: (P2tog. PIO) 4 times. P2tog. 45 sts. 

Change to smaller needles and proceed as follows: 

Next row: (Eyelets). Kl. *yftvd. K2tog. Rep from * to end 
of row. 

Work 3 rows garter st (knit every row). 

To make foot: K29. Turn. K13. Turn. 

Working on center 13 sts, work 24 rows garter st for toe 
flap.

Ribbon Rosette 

With a sewing needle and 
thread, work running st 
along edge of ribbon 
taking care to secure one 
end of thread.

10th row: Inc 1 st in first st. K34. (Kl. yfwd. Kl) all in 
next st. K33. Inc 1 st in next st. Kl. 75 sts. 

11th row: Knit. Place marker. 

Work 4 rows in stocking st ending with RS facing for next 
row. Place marker.

Easy Means an easy knit. This includes knit and purl stitches with some basic increasing 

and decreasing. 

Intermediate Means an average knit. These require some specialized knowledge, such as color 
block, fair isle or aran techniques. They may also require the ability to keep conti- 
nuity of simple pattern stitches during shaping. 

Advanced Means a challenge knit. These will require the ability to keep continuity of pattern 
stitches during shaping and may combine several different techniques.

Shawl 

3429 (Yellow) 10 balls 

Jacket, Bonnet and Booties: Sizes 2 % mm (U.S. 2 ) and 
314 mm (U.S. 3) knitting needles and sizes 2 % mm (U.S. 2 ) 
and 314 mm (U.S. 3) circular needles 36 ins [90 cm] long 
for Jacket or size needed to obtain tension. 5 buttons. 
1 St holder. Ribbon 1 yd [.9 m] long and 14 inch [.5 cm] 
wide for Bonnet and Booties. Ribbon Vi yd [.5 m] and 
% inch [2 cm] wide for Bonnet rosettes. 

Shawl: Size 3 % mm (U.S. 5) circular knitting needle 36 ins 
[90 cm] long or size needed to obtain tension. 

Tension 

Jacket, Bonnet and Booties: 32 sts and 40 rows = 4 ins 
[10 cm] with 314 mm needles in stocking st. 

Shawl: 28 sts and 36 rows = 4 ins [10 cm] with 3% mm 
needles in stocking st. 

Instructions 

Jacket 

Note: Jacket is worked in one piece to armholes. 

With smaller circular needle, cast on 261 sts. Do not join. 
Working back and forth across needle in rows, proceed as 
follows: 

Work 4 rows even in stocking st. 

Next row: (RS). (Picot row). Kl. *yfwd. K2tog. Rep from * 
to end of row. 

Beg with a purl row, work 5 rows in stocking st. 



Intermediate 

Change to larger circular needle and proceed in pat as 
follows: 

1st row: (RS). Sll. K4. *(K 2 tog) twice, (yfwd. Kl) 3 times, 
yfwd. (K2tog) twice. Kl. Rep from * to last 4 sts. K4. 

2nd row: Sll. K4. Purl to last 5 sts. K5. 

3rd row: Sll. Knit to end of row. 

4th row: As 2 nd row. 

These 4 rows complete pat. 

Cont even in pat until work from Picot row measures 6*/2 
ins [16.5 cm], ending with a 2 nd row of pat. 

1st row: Sll. K 6 . (K 2 tog) 28 times. KIO. (K2tog) 58 
times. K9. (K 2 tog) 28 times. K7. 147 sts. 

2nd row: Sll. K4. Purl to last 5 sts. K5. 

3rd row: SI 1 . Knit to end of row. 

4th row: As 2nd row. 

5th row: (Buttonhole row). Sll. K2. yfwd. K2tog. Knit to 
end of row. 

6th and 7th rows: As 2 nd and 3rd rows once. 

8th row: As 2nd row. 

Armhole shaping: Next row: (RS). Sll. K34. Cast off next 
6 sts. K65 (including st on needle after cast off). Cast off 
next 6 sts. Knit to end of row. 

Note: Change to straight needles after armhole division. 



Left Front: 1st row: (WS). Sll. K4. P30. Turn. Leave rem 
sts on a spare needle. 
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2nd row: Kl. Sll. Kl. psso. Knit to end of row. 

Slip first St and keeping 4 sts in garter st at front opening, 
work 3 rows even in stocking st. 

Rep last 4 rows 5 times more. 29 sts. 

1st row: Kl. Sll. Kl. psso. Knit to end of row. 

2nd row: Sll. K4. Purl to end of row. 

Rep last 2 rows 4 times more. 24 sts. 

Neck shaping: Next row: (RS). Kl. Sll. Kl. psso. Knit to 
last 6 sts. Turn. Leave rem 6 sts on a safety pin. 1 7 sts. 
Next row: P2tog. Purl to end of row. 

Next row: Kl. Sll. Kl. psso. Knit to last 2 sts. K2tog. 
Next row: P2tog. Purl to end of row. 

Rep last 2 rows twice more. 7 sts. 

Proceed as follows: 

Next row: Kl. Sll. Kl. psso. K2. K2tog. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: Sll. Kl. psso. Kl. K2tog. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: Sll. K2tog. psso. Fasten off. 

Back: With WS of work facing, join yarn to rem sts on 
spare needle and P65. Turn. Leave rem sts on a spare 
needle. 

1st row: (RS). Kl. Sll. Kl. psso. Knit to last 3 sts. K2tog. Kl. 
Work 3 rows even in stocking st. 

Rep last 4 rows once more. 61 sts. 

Next row: (RS). Kl. Sll. Kl. psso. Knit to last 3 sts. 
K2tog. Kl. 

Next row: Purl. 

Rep last 2 rows 20 times more. Leave rem 19 sts on a st 
holder. 

Place 4 markers on Left Front for Buttons, having first 
button marker correspond to first buttonhole on Right 
Front and last marker 1 row before cast off neck edge and 
rem 3 markers spaced evenly. 

Work Buttonholes as follows: 

Next row: (RS). Sll. K2. yfwd. K2tog. Knit to end of row. 

Right Front: With WS of work facing, join yarn to rem sts 
on spare needle. P30. K5. 

1st row: (RS). Sll. Knit to last 3 sts. K2tog. Kl. 

Slip first st and keeping 4 sts in garter st at front opening, 
work 3 rows even in stocking st. 

Rep last 4 rows 5 times more. 29 sts. 



1st row: Sll. Knit to last 3 sts. K2tog. Kl. 

2nd row: Purl to last 5 sts. K5. 

Rep last 2 rows 3 times more, then 1st row once. 24 sts. 

Neck shaping: Next row: (WS). Purl to last 6 sts. Turn. 
Leave rem 6 sts on a safety pin. 

Next row: Sll. Kl. psso. Knit to last 3 sts. K2tog. Kl. 
Next row: Purl to last 2 sts. P2togtbl. 

Rep last 2 rows 3 times more. 6 sts. 

Proceed as follows: 

Next row: Sll. Kl. psso. Kl. K2tog. Kl. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: Sll. Kl. psso. K2tog. 

Next row: Purl. 

Next row: Sll. Kl. psso. Fasten off. 

SLEEVES 

With smaller needles, cast on 45 sts. 

Work 4 rows even in stocking st. 

Next row: (RS). (Picot row). Kl. *yfwd. K2tog. Rep from * 
to end of row. 

Beg with a purl row, work 5 rows in stocking st, inc 5 sts 
evenly across last row. 50 sts. 

Change to larger needles and proceed in pat as follows: 

1st row: (RS). Kl. ^^(K2tog) twice. (yfWd. Kl) 3 times, 
yfwd. (K2tog) twice. Kl. Rep from * to last st. Kl. 

2nd row: Purl. 

3rd row: Knit. 

4th row: Purl. 

These 4 rows complete pat. 

Cont in pat, inc 1 st each end of needle on next and every 
4th row to 62 sts, taking inc sts into pat. 

Cont even in pat until work from Picot row measures 6V2 
ins [16.5 cm], ending with a 2nd row of pat. 

Proceed in stocking st as follows: 

Raglan shaping: Cast off 3 sts beg next 2 rows. 56 sts. 
Next row: Kl. Sll. Kl. psso. Knit to last 3 sts. K2tog. Kl. 
Next row: Purl. 

Rep last 2 rows 24 times more. Leave rem 6 sts on a safety 
pin. 

Neckband: Sew Raglan seams. With RS of work facing and 
smaller needles, K6 from Right Front safety pin. Pick up 
and knit 16 sts up Right Front neck edge. K6 from right 
sleeve safety pin. K19 from Back st holder, dec 2 sts evenly 
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across. K6 from left sleeve safety pin. Pick up and knit 16 
sts down Left Front neck edge. K6 from Left Front safety 
pin. 73 sts. 

Beg with a purl row, work 3 rows stocking st. 

Next row: (RS). (Picot row). Kl. *yfwd. K2tog. Rep from * 
to end of row. 

Beg with a purl row, work 3 rows stocking st. Cast off. 

FINISHING 

Pin garment pieces to measurements. Cover with a damp 
cloth leaving to dry. 

Sew in sleeves. Sew sleeve and underarm seams. Fold 
bottom, sleeve and neck edges along Picot row to WS and 
sew in position. Sew buttons to correspond to buttonholes. 

Bonnet 

With larger needles, cast on 85 sts. 

1st row: (RS). *K1. (K2tog) twice, (yfwd. Kl) 3 times, 
yfwd. (K2tog) twice. Rep from * to last st. Kl. 

2nd row: Kl. Purl to last st. Kl. 

3rd row: Knit. 

4th row: As 2nd row. 

These 4 rows complete one pat. 

Work 1 1 complete patterns, then 1st, 2nd, and 3rd rows of 
next pat. 

Next row: (WS). (P2tog. PI 9) 3 times. P2tog. PI 8. P2tog. 
80 sts. 

Change to smaller needles and proceed as follows: 

Shape crown: 1st row: (RS). *K8. K2tog. Rep from * to 
end of row. 

2nd and alt rows: Knit. 

3rd row: *K7. K2tog. Rep from * to end of row. 

5th row: *K6. K2tog. Rep from * to end of row. 

Cont dec in this manner, having 1 st less between each dec 
every alt row, until there are 8 sts. Break yarn. Thread end 
through rem sts. Draw up and fasten securely. Sew back 
seam for 3 ins [7.5 cm] from base of crown. 

With RS of work facing and smaller needles, pick up and 
knit 56 sts across lower edge of bonnet. Work 4 rows garter 
st (knit every row). Cast off. Make ribbon rosettes and sew 
to Bonnet as illustrated (see page 7). Sew on ribbon ties as 
illustrated. 

Booties 

With larger needles cast on 49 sts. 

Work 4 complete pats as given for Bonnet, then 1st, 2nd 
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and 3rd rows of next pat. 

Next row: (WS). (P2tog. PIO) 3 times. P2tog. PI 1. 45 sts. 
Change to smaller needles and proceed as follows: 

Next row: (Eyelets). Kl. *yfwd. K2tog. Rep from to end 
of row. 

Work 3 rows garter st (knit every row). 

Make foot: K29. Turn, K13. Turn. 

Working on center 13 sts, work 24 rows garter st for toe 
flap. Break yarn. 

Join yarn to sts on right hand needle and using same 
needle, pick up and knit 1 5 sts along side of toe flap. Knit 
across next 13 sts. Pick up and knit 15 sts along other side 
of toe flap, then knit across rem 16 sts. 75 sts. 

Work 9 rows garter st. 

Next row: K2tog. Knit to center 5 sts. K2tog. Kl. K2tog. 
Knit to last 2 sts. K2tog. 

Next row: Knit. 

Rep last 2 rows 3 times more. Cast off. Sew back and sole 
seam. Thread ribbon through eyelets at ankle. 

Shawl 

Cast on 337 sts. Do not join. Working back and forth 
across needle in rows, proceed as follows: 

1st row: *K1. (K2tog) twice, (yfwd. Kl) 3 times, yfwd. 
(K2tog) twice. Rep from * to last st. Kl. 

2nd row: Kl. Purl to last st. Kl. 

3rd row: Knit. 

4th row: As 2nd row. 

These 4 rows complete one pat. 

Cont in pat until work from beg measures approx 44 ins 
[112 cm], ending with a 4th row. Cast off. 

BORDER 

Cast on 1 8 sts. 

1st row: K3. yfwd. K2tog. K2. (yfwd. K2tog) 5 times, 
yfwd. Kl. 

2nd row: K15. yfwd. K2tog. K2. 

3rd row: K3. yfwd. K2tog. K3. (yfwd. K2tog) 5 times, 
yfwd. Kl. 

4th row: K16. yfwd. K2tog. K2. 

5th row: K3. yfwd. K2tog. K4. (yfwd. K2tog) 5 times, 
yfwd. Kl. 

6th row: K17. yfwd. K2tog. K2. 

7th row: K3. yfwd. K2tog. K5. (yfwd. K2tog) 5 times, 
yfwd. Kl. 

8th row: K18. yfwd. K2tog. K2. 

9th row: K3. yfwd. K2tog. K6. (yfwd. K2tog) 5 times, 
yfwd. Kl. 




10th row: K19. yfwd. K2tog. K2. 

11th row: K3. yfwd. K2tog. K7. (yfwd. K2tog) 5 times, 
yfwd. Kl. 

12th row: Cast off 6 sts loosely. Knit to last 4 sts. yfwd. 
K2tog. K2. 

These 12 rows complete one pat. 

Cont in pat until work measures approx 5 yds [4.5 m], 
ending with a 12th row of pat. Cast off. 



FINISHING 

Beg at one corner, sew the Border around the Shawl, 
gathering it at the corners to keep work flat. Sew cast-off 
edge of border to cast-on edge. 

Pin Shawl to measurements. Cover with a damp cloth 
leaving to dry.

Size 3% mm (U.S. 5) knitting needles and size 344 mm 
(U.S. 5) circular knitting needle 36 ins [90 cm] long for 
Shawl. Size 3V4 mm (U.S. 3) knitting needles for Bonnet 
and Booties or size needed to obtain tension. Size 3.75 
mm (U.S. F or 5) crochet hook for Shawl. Size 2.75 mm 
(U.S. C or 2) crochet hook for Bonnet and Booties. 
Ribbon 1 yd [.9 m] long and inch [.5 cm] wide for 
Bonnet and Booties. Ribbon '/z yd [.5 m] long and 44 inch 
[2 cm] wide for Bonnet rosettes. 

Tension 

Shawl: 28 sts and 36 rows = 4 ins [10 cm] with 3% mm 
needles in stocking st. 

Bonnet and Booties: 32 sts and 40 rows = 4 ins [10 cm] 
with 3V4 mm needles in stocking st. 

Instructions 

Shawl 

With pair of needles, cast on 3 sts. 

1st row: Inc 1 st in first st. K2. 

2nd row: Inc 1 st in first st. PI. K2. 

3rd row; Inc 1 st in first st. Knit to end of row. 

4th row: Inc 1 st in first st. Purl to last 2 sts. K2. 

Rep 3rd and 4th rows until there are 13 sts. 

Proceed in pat as follows and change to circular needle to 
accommodate inc sts when necessary: 

1st row; Inc 1 st in first st. K2tog. K3. yfwd. Kl. yfwd. K3. 
K2tog. Kl. 

2nd and alt rows: Inc 1 st in first st. Purl to last 2 sts. K2. 
3rd row: Inc 1 st in first st. Kl. K2tog. K2. yfwd. K3. 
yfwd. K2. K2tog. K2. 

5th row: Inc 1 st in first st. K2. K2tog. Kl. yfwd. K5. 
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yfwd. Kl. K2tog. K3. 

7th row: Inc 1 st in first st. K3. K2tog. yfwd. K7. yfwd. 
K2tog. K4. 

9th row: Inc 1 st in first st. K5. yfwd. K3. K2tog. K4. 
yfwd. K6. 

**llth row: Inc 1 st in first st. *K2tog. K3. yfwd. Kl. 
yfwd. K3. K2tog. Rep from * to last st. Kl. 

12th and alt rows: Inc 1 st in first st. Purl to last 2 sts. K2. 
13th row; Inc 1 st in first st. Kl. *K2tog. K2. yfwd. K3. 
yfwd. K2. K2tog. Rep from * to last 2 sts. K2. 

15th row: Inc 1 st in first st. K2. *K2tog. Kl. yfwd. K5. 
yfwd. Kl . K2tog. Rep from * to last 3 sts. K3. 

17th row: Inc 1 st in first st. K3. *K2tog. yfwd. K7. yfwd. 
K2tog. Rep from * to last 4 sts. K4. 

19th row: Inc 1 st in first st. K5. *yfwd. K3. K2tog. K4. 
yfwd. K2tog. Rep from * to last 15 sts. yfwd. K3. K2tog. 
K4. yfivd. K6. 

20th row; As 12th row.** 

Rep from ** to ** 17 times more. 222 sts. 

Next row: Inc 1 st in first st. Knit to end of row. 

Next row: Inc 1 st in first st. Purl to last 2 sts. K2. 

Rep last 2 rows 3 times more. Cast off loosely. Do not 
break yarn. Turn. 



With WS of work facing, work picot edge with crochet 
hook around shawl as follows: 

*Ch 3. 1 dc in 3rd ch from hook. Miss next 2 sts. 1 sc in 






next St. Rep from * around, being careful to keep work flat 
at corners. Fasten off. 

FINISHING 

Pin Shawl to measurements. Cover with a damp cloth 
leaving to dry. 

Bonnet 

Cast on 91 sts. 

**Beg with a knit row, work 2 rows stocking st. 

Proceed in lace pat as follows: 

1st row: (RS). Kl. *K2tog. K2. yfWd. K3. yflvd. K2. 
K2tog. Rep from * to last 2 sts. K2. 

2nd and alt rows: Purl. 

3rd row: Kl. *K2tog. Kl. yfwd. K5. yfwd. Kl. K2tog. Rep 
from * to last 2 sts. K2. 

5th row: Kl. *K2tog. yfwd. K7. yfwd. K2tog. Rep from * 
to last 2 sts. K2. 

7th row: K2. *yfwd. K3. K2tog. K4. yfwd. K2tog. Rep 
from * to last st. Kl. 

9th row: K3. *yfwd. K2. (K2tog) twice. K2. yfwd. K3. Rep 
from * end of row. 

11th row: K4. *yfwd. Kl. (K2tog) twice. Kl. yfwd. K5. 
Rep from * to last 10 sts. yfwd. Kl. (K2tog) twice. Kl. 
yfwd. K4. 

13th row: K5. *yfwd. (K2tog) twice, yfwd. K7. Rep from * 
to last 9 sts. yfwd. (K2tog) twice, yfwd. K5. 

15th row: Kl. *K2tog. K3. yfwd. K2tog. yfwd. K4. Rep 
from * to last 2 sts. K2. 

16th row: As 2nd row. 

These 16 rows complete lace pat.** 

Proceed in stocking st until work from beg measures 5 ins 
[12.5 cm] ending with a purl row. 

Shape crown: 1st row: *K8. K2tog. Rep from * to last st. Kl . 
2nd and alt rows: Knit. 

3rd row: *K7. K2tog. Rep from * to last st. Kl. 

5th row: *K6. K2tog. Rep from * to last st. Kl. 

Cont in this manner, dec 9 sts evenly across following alt 
rows until there are 10 sts. Break yarn leaving a long end. 
Draw end tightly through rem sts and fasten securely. 

Neckband: Sew center back seam 3 ins [7.5 cm] from base 
of crown. With RS of work facing, pick up and knit 61 sts 
along lower edge of Bonnet. Work 6 rows garter st (knit 
every row). Cast ofFknitways (WS). 



Front Edging: With RS of work facing and crochet hook, 
work 1 row of sc evenly along cast on edge. 

Next row: (RS). Join yarn with ss in first sc. *Ch 3. 1 dc in 
3rd ch from hook. Miss next sc. 1 sc in next sc. Rep from * 
across. Fasten off. 

Booties 

Cast on 47 sts. 

Work from ** to ** as given for Bonnet. 

Work a further 16 rows in lace pat. 

Next row: (RS). Knit, dec 6 sts evenly across. 4l sts. 

Purl 1 row. 

Next row: (Eyelet row). Kl. *yfwd. K2tog. Rep from * to 
end of row. 

Purl 1 row. 

Make foot: Next row: K27. Turn. 

Next row: PI 3. Turn. 

Cont on these center 13 sts for toe flap, work a further 23 
rows in stocking st, thus ending with a knit row. 

Next row: With RS of work facing, pick up and knit 16 sts 
along side of toe flap. Knit rem 14 sts. 

Next row: K43. Pick up and knit 17 sts along other side of 
toe flap. Knit rem 14 sts. 74 sts. 

Work 14 rows garter st (knit every row). 

Next row: K2tog. Knit to center 4 sts. (K2tog) twice. Knit 
to last 2 sts. K2tog. 

Next row: Knit. 

Rep last 2 rows 3 times more. Cast off rem 58 sts. Sew sole 
and center back seam. Thread ribbon through eyelet rows 
at ankle. 

Top Edging: With RS of work facing and crochet hook, 
work 1 round of sc evenly around cast on edge. Join with 
ss to first sc. 

Next round: *Ch 3. 1 dc in 3rd ch from hook. Miss next 
sc. 1 sc in next sc. Rep from * around. Join with ss to first 
sc. Fasten off. 

FINISHING 

Pin pieces to measurements. Cover with a damp cloth 
leaving to dry. 

Thread ribbon through eyelets of Booties as illustrated. 
Make ribbon rosettes and sew to Bonnet as illustrated (see 
page 7). Sew on ribbon ties as illustrated. 
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
